HERE BY FRAUD 


Liquor Sold by Jack Daniel 
Distilling Co. for $9450 
Believed to Have Been 
Peddled by Bootleggers.

Bros., Incorporated, New York dis- 
tillers, on what 
clares was a forged permit purport- 
ing to have been issued by Charles 
O'Connor, State Prohibition Di-

Reports coming to the 
who have had charge of the investl- 
gation, lead them to believe that no 
part of the 50 barrels was taken 
away from St. Louis, but was. dis- 
posed of here by a bootlegging ring. 
Officials of the Jack Daniel com- 
pany, when questioned by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, said that a rep- 
resentative of the Picker concern 
called at their offices about the mid- 
dle of November and gave them an 
order for 50 barrels of whisky and 
exhibited a permit to purchase the 
whisky from them, signed with the 
name of Charles R. O’Connor. 
Advised by an Attorney. 
Because of the size of the order 
the Daniel company consulted its le- 
gal advisers and asked what, if any. 
steps they should take in 
ter. On the advice of their attor- 
nevs the company telegraphed to the 
office of Prohibition Direetor O’Con- 
nor and asked if the permit, identi- 
fied by which they had 
been shown, was valid. A telegram 
signed with the name of O'Connor, 
informing the company that the per- 
mit was valid, was received in reply. 
Not yet satisfied as to the legality 
of the transaction, the 
Daniel company officials said they 
aleo wired Picker Bros., asking if 
the man who had presented himself 
to them as their representative was 
in truth {n the New York concern’s 
employ. An affirmative reply was 
received in this case also, they de- 
clare. and the negotiations for the 
sale of the whisky were closed. 
The purchaser of the whisky then 
announced ‘that he had come pre- 
vared to pay for the liquor with cash 
and would like to have it withdrawn 
for shipment as possible. 
The deal was made with the 
chaser paying* approximately $9450 
for the 50 barrels, a price which in-

Efforts to 
learn who took the whisky from the 
warehouse or who hauled it away 
also proved futile. 

Telegrams from the office of the 
local prohibition enforcement agent 
te State Director O'Connor of New 
York concerning the case remain 
unanswered after more than a 
month. 

At the offices of Picker Bros. in 
New York a Post-Dispatch repre- 
sentative was told the company had 
never bought any whisky from the 
Jack Daniel company and had never 
asked for a permit to do so. At

A SUCCESSFUL STATE PARK. 

A million doHars’ worth of recreation was 
provided by the states of New York and New 
Jersey through the maintenance of the Pal- 
isades Interstate Park in 19198 alone. 

This is the statement made in a bulletin on 
the use and camping facilities of the greatest 
camping park in the world, just published by 
the New York State College of Forestry as the 
first of a series for which material has been 
collected by the Roosevelt Wild Life Forest 
Experiment Station of the college through its 
experts. 

The manner in which the gift of a million 
dollars’ worth of recreation is estimated is ex- 
plained by Edward F. Brown, camp director of 
the Palisades Park, in his portion of the co- 
operative bulletin, when he says that authori- 
ties have figured that recreation can be fairly 
valued at 10 cents per hour. The Palisades 
Park. in 1919. cared for 52,350 campers, large- 
ly poor children from New York City, for an 
average of eight days each, which, figured at 
10 hours a day. would mean a total of 4,183,000 
recreational hours. or, at 10 cents an hour, a 
value of $418,800 given to the underprivileged 
city children of New York and vicinity. In ad- 
dition there were 621,024 persons who spent an 
average of five hours, and 453,415 persons who 
averaged seven hours, making the total gift of 
recreation by the two States t9 the public 
$1,050,292

Latest and Most Brilliant Electric Light 
HE most intensely brilliant artificial licht in 
the world heretofore has been that produced by 
the flow of electric current between two pencils 
of carbon. The supremacy of this carbon arc 
lamp is threatened by a new type of lamp, in which 
an are is “struck,” as the phrase goes, between two 
minute globules of tungsten in a vacuum bulb simi- 
lar to that of an ordinary electric lamp. Jist befor 
the war British research had produced a lamp of this 
type with 100 candle power, and the resumption of tlie 
investigation after the stress of war has enabled a 
means to be discovered of producing larger clobules, <0 
that lamps of much higher candle power have been 
made. At an early date one with 4000 candle power 
will make its appearance. As the source of light is 
practically a point, the lamp is very suitable for kine- 
matograph work and for various microscopic and sur- 
gical purpeses.

covers nearly 7500 miles 

“ in course of year :: :: 


LTHOUGH comparativeiy little 
has been heard of pedestrian- 
ism in St. Lewis for several 
years, this city possesses as 
unique a walking club as ex- 
ists in the country. 

This organization, known 
as the St. Louis Hiking Club, has a mem- 
bership that includes bamkers, profession- 
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of rea] pedestrianism. The man who 
Walks straight ahead, with a vigorous 
stride, may cover about 39 inches. But 
if he swings forward the hip on that side 
of the body at the same time, he adds to 

. his stride nearly the width of his body. 
The principje is the same as that of a 
boxer standing with one foot and arm ad- 
vanced when he faces an opponent. It 
adds just that much to his reach. 

“This hip movement is what enables 
a pedestrian, apparentiy without effort, 
to draw away from a man walking in the 
ordinary fashion. 

“My walk in the morning and the ad- 
ditional ground I cover each day brings 
my average up to about 108 miles in the 
six weetdays every week. This is about 

. 5616 miles in a year. I have never missed 
my Sunday walk for years. We cover 
from 30 to #40 miles. So this adds from 
1500 to 2000 miles to my schedule in the 
course of a vear. 

“J think I can say, without fear of con- 
tradiction, that I have not only walked 
closer to 8000 miles yearly than any man 
in St. Louis, but that my aggregate in the 


al men and manual! laborers. Some are 
vegetarians, some dietitiams who favor 
fruits and nuts as sustenance, while others 
believe in adjusting the diet to their in- 
dividual needs. Some confine their walks to a brisk 
stroll to the office each day and a more or less regilar 
attendance on the Sunday “hikes,” which have been a 
cinb feature for years. Others practice walking assid- 
uously every day, and the president, Frank Kriege, is 
probably the only man in this part of the country who 
covers close to 7500 miles on foot each year. 

Yet in spite of diversity of diet and varying occu- 
pations followed, there is no great difference in the 
performance of the members when they go on their 
lengthy Sunday hikes. 

“Proper diet and proper walking will cure almost 
any single illness, outside of organic troubles.” 

This slogan, as handed down by Dr. William A. 
Dilion, 20 years ago one of the best players on the 
St. Louis University football squad and now a prac- 
ticing physician, has been adopted by members of 
the ciub. For years Dr. Dillon has studied the result 
of ordinary physical care of the body and believes 
that a large percentage of modern ailments develop 
through the fault of city dwellers themselves. 

In the St. Louis Hiking Club, the vegetarian and 
the man who follows an ordinary diet seem to thrive 
equally well. On tits, the doctor bases his illustra- 
tion that the nature of the food can follow individual 
preference, ff wholesome and property adjusted to the 
needs of the body. 

Nick Yeager, a vice president ef the ciub, does 
hard manual labor at the St. Louis Shovel Co.'s plant, 
yet he never eats meat. He is not a vegetarian, but bas 
a diet of his own, consisting largely of fruit, nuts and 
graham bread. Some of his hardest days’ work have 
been accomplished on a couple of slices of brown 
bread and a handful of raisins. Frank Kriege, presi- 
dent of the ciub, eats but one meal daily, and has done 
this for 20 years. Yet a route he follows on his way to 
work each morning—which he always covers on foot 
—usually takes him over at least 15 miles of ground. 

This daily walk, which undoubtedly gives him the 
palm for the greatest distance covered on foot in the 
course of any ome year in this city, is taken after 
a breakfast consisting only of a cup of warm milk. 
He takes his main mea! at 1 o'clock and does not limit 
his appetite, but takes care to eat only wholesome food. 
He may take a cup of coffee for supper, but no solids, 
except those at the chief repast of the day, are taken. 

Patrick Britton, department manager for the Ham- 
ilton-Brown Shoe Co., road captain of the organiza- 
tion, has no preference in diet, but has never used 
either liquor or tobacco. William F. Higgins, vice 
president of the Higgins Leather Co., ts another mem- 
ber who eats a varied menu and believes in adjusting 
the meals to individual preference.

ceptionally hard hike before them on Sundar. This idea 
of fasting, which seems diametrically opposed to some 
theories of training, is stoutiy upheld both by Kriege 
and Dr. Dillion as the proper method when a great tax 
is laid on the body. 

“Nick Yeager is the best example of what cn 
abstemious diet can accomplish.” said Kriege, in speak- 
ing on the matter of conditioning. “He won the 75- 
hour endurance contest held in the Colisum in 1919, 
and was in good condition at the close. This thing 
of abstinence while on the track has long been followed 
by pedestrians. it would astonish the average person 
to know how little Yeager actually consumed in the 72 
hours. Yet he finished in first-class shape. 

“Personally, I take nothing but a cup of warm milk 
for breakfast. I! live in the 3490 block on South Jeffer- 
s0n avenue, and my place of business is at Ninth and 
Franklin. I not only walk this distance every morn- 
ing, but I add 16 miles to it by a roundabout method 
of traveling. . 

“I get up before 6 o'clock each morning, take my 
cup of warm milk, and start west instead of north. 
I go out to Grand-or King’s highway, then shift my 
direction and walk to Maplewood. ! strike off at an 
angie, usually taking in part of Forest Park, and walk 
downtown. Sometimes I make a wide sweep north, fol- 
lowing King’s highway up to the Natural Bridge road 
and then going down to Grand, north to Broadway past 
the water tower, and then down Broadway to Frank- 
lin. 

“I walk chiefly on my toes, practice the hip-swinging 
movement, and, while I cannot keep up a gait of five 
miles per hour at all times, on account of finterruption 
at street crossings, I make a rapid trip. My feet have 
become so hardened by this time that they never 
trouble me and I can walk on sidewalks or the grass 
of the park with equal comfort. 

“Some trainers would say [ am not giving myself 
enough food for the proper maintenance of the body. 
Now look at this and see if there is any sign of under- 
nourishment.” ; 

Kriege rolled up his trousers and displayed a leg 
perfectly muscled and hard as iron. In front, run- 
ning down the shin and terminating in a point above 
the instep. was a ridge of muecie almost an inch in 
height. 

“The average person has no muscie on the shin 
bone,” said Kriege, “but this was developed simply 
by my method of walking—-always on the toes.”

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Analysis of records at St. Louis Univer- 
sity observatory produces theory 
that there is some relation between 
natural phenomena and “brain 
storms” and that weather that “gets 


on the nerves” causes abnormal 
physical conditions and gives stimu- 
_lus to general unrest 3: 


EEKING the cause for the unrest which pre- 
vails throughout the world, and which vaguely 
has been attributed by many as “reaction 
from the war,” one stumbles upon the 
startling theory, based upon scientific ob- 
servations, that atmospheric pressure is the 
foundation of our troubles. High atmospheric 
pressure is accompanied by a lowering of temperature; 
a lowering of temperature causes a contraction of the 
superstructure and the vital organs of the human 
body, just as it causes contraction of the walls and 
steel girders of a building. 

The result of this contraction, constantly applied, 
is an abnormal physical condition, which is liable to 
make its presence known through attacks of what 
commonly are called “nerves.” And there vou are. 

Such is the story told in the files of the meteoro- 
logical observatory of St. Louis University, when the 
records for the past year carefully are analyzed. They 
show that the mean atmospheric pressure for the 
period has been 30.03 inches, with a corresponding 
average of temperature below the normal of preceding 

- years. That the earth itself has resented this pres- 
sure is indicated by the records of the seismograph, 
which has a constant record of earthquake shocks, of 
varying integsity, some actually within a hundred 
miles of St. uis, in the sunken lands of Southeast 
Missouri, which bear witness to the great New Mad- 
rid earthquake of 1811, and others thousands of miles 
away. Many of these were in South America, Japan, 
the West Indies, Italy and the Central American re- 
publics, and will be recalled by readers of the Post- 
Dispatch as having from time to time appeared in the 
news dispatches, which enumerated the toll of life and 
property taken.

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Mankind's Unrest and Earthquakes of 1920 
Attributed to Unusual Atmospheric Pressure 
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It was the unusual frequency with which terrestrial 
convulsions had been reported that caused the writer 
to visit St. Louis University to talk with Brother 
George E. Rueppel, assistant director of the meteoro- 
logical observatory, who twice each day reads the 
gram upon which the seismograph records even the 
slightest of the earth’s tremors. With the concfNusion- 
jumping methods of the average nonscientific mind, 
the writer had mistaken effect for cause, and wished 
to know if by any chance the unrest within the earth, 
as demonstrated in earthquake and volcano, could 
communicate itself to the human beings living upon 
its shell. ~- 

Came the surprise when Brother Rueppel gx plained 
that it all was the other way around. The cause is 
extra-terrestrial, due to atmospheric pressure, accord- 
ing to Brother Rueppel, and it has been demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of seismologists that earthquakes 
are caused by this pressure upon the earth’s surface. 
The weakest part gives under the strain, just as a 
metal globe would become dented and out of shape at 
its faulty point, should it be subject to a constant 
pressyre too great for its strength. As a chain jis as 
strong only as its weakest link, so the crust of the 
earth, being of varying thickness, is only as strong 
as its weakest point, which may, through a complica- 
tion of circumstances, be the very point subject to 
the most severe strain through local atmospheric pres- 
pure, 

When the pressure becomes greater than the power 
of resistance, something gives, and the sensitive needles 
of the seismograph through the world register the 
first movement at that point. But because the so- 
called “earthquake shock” starts at this given point, 
it does not necessarily mean that this is where the 
damage is done, except in cases like the New Madrid 
section of Missouri, Illinois, Arkansas and Tennessee, 
where atmospheric pressure, plus the enormous sedi- 
ment which had been deposited in the delta of the 
Mississippi, caused direct local action. More fre- 
quently the shock extends directly through the earth, 
thereby proving that it is at least a semi-solid sub- 
stance rather than a molten mass, and the destruction 
occurs at the other end of the wave, where the irre- 
sistible force meets the theoretically immovable ob- 

ject—-the rock-ribbed crust of the earth on the Oppo- 
site side of the globe. 


The news dispatches of disaster come from the re- 
ceiving end of the wave. 


Human beings are subjected to this pressure, even 
before its weight begins to bear upon the surface 
of the earth, according to Brother Rueppel. It is a 
natural force, and it is but reasonable to suppose that 
humans would be as subject to its influences as would 
Mother Earth, who emits her protests in such em- 
phatic forms. There probably is not a person alive 
who at times has not felt a depression which in a 
general Way was ascribed to the weather. There may 
be no rain, snow or sleet, which would contribute to 
the discomfort of the individual forced by circum- 
stances to be out of doors. The condition penetraies 
into even the most carefully guarded drawing room 
of the home, where mother dnd the girls have brief 
spells of irritability which they account for by saying, 
“this weather gets on my nerves.” 


It does not. It is the physical condition, caused by 
the atmospheric elentent that throws the body out of 
normal, that starts the nerves to jumping. On these

general throughout the earth, and continue for any 
length of time, the Jesuit Fathers at a chain of 
observatories which encircles the globe begin watching 
more closely the seismographs with which each of 
these observatories is equipped, for they have learned 
through much study and calculation that something, 
somewhere on the earth’s surface, is bound to give. 

A comparison of the danger hours, as computed in 
the silence of scienfific observatories, with the riot- 
ous hours of mob violence, will show that police chiefs, 
in studying mob psychology, would do well to heed at- 
mospheric* pressure, and to have the reserves handy 
when it begins “hitting on high.” 

It must not be thought that this unusual theory, as 
advanced by Brother Rueppel, is an opinion lightly 
given, or based alone upon the results of observation 
at St. Louis University. There probably is no body 
of men who have given more serious thought to world- 
wide conditions as they exist today than have the 
dignitaries of the church. In this study they have the 
advantage of first-hand information from the utter-

most parts of the earth. The department of science 
of St. Louis University, which is one of the branches 
for which the Centennial Endowment Fund of $3,000,- 
000 now is being raised by popular subscription, is but 
one of dozens of places under the direction of the 
Society of Jesus in which these observations are being 
made. A system of constant interchange of reports 
with their 15 seismograph and meteorological stations 
of the United States and Canada, as well as 25 others 
located in the Philippines, China, Australia, Rhodesia, 
India, Madagascar, Brazil, Cuba, Ireland, England, 
Zambesi, Mexico, and all the principal countries of 
Europe, leave no section of the globe uncharted, and 
the total findings are laid before the best acientific 
minds of the order for comparison and analysis. 

It was through this analysis that the positive fact 
of atmospheric responsibility for earthquhkes first 
was established, and accepted by the scientific world 
as the basis upon which to chart the “danger zones” 
in which earthquakes may be expected to occur. The 
most_active of these are located in Italy, Japan, South 
America, the California coast and the West Indies. 
yet it may help the reader’s sleep to know that St. 
Louis stands well up in the list. Being on the edze 
of the New Madrid Mstrict, which even to this day 
continues to annoy the delicate seismograph apparatus 
at St. Louis University, the scientists of the United 
States Geodetic Survey long have been prophesying 
that some day—maybe within the next 500 years—an- 
other disturbance may occur in that region. 

For this reason St. Louis always has been an im- 
portant factor in all calculations as to the possibility 
of violent earth shocks throughout the world. The re- 
ports for the past year show that it still is entitled to 
this consideration, and in view of Brother Rueppel's 
explanation of the result of atmospheric pressure upon 
human beings, it also may account for some of the 
general cussedness of mankind in this city, as evi- 
denced in holdups, murders and other crimes of 
violence. 

The earthquake and the “brain storm’ are twin 
children of the samé phenomena of nature.

by the whine of bullets fired from the hidden forces 
of the bandits.

For the morning meal of a person really wishing to 
get into condition and who has an excess of avoirdu- 
pois, he thinks a breakfast based on a cup of hot milk 
is sufficient.

“The walk must be brisk and in springy fashion

“Just before_I left the country, I saw him in an in- 
ternment camp. He had become so infatuated with 
American cigarettes, food and quarters that he not
